1. Calls upon the parties concerned forthwith to 
consult with each other, either directly or through the 
Committee of Good Offices, as to the means to be 
employed in order to give effect to the cease-fire 
resolution, and, pending agreement, to cease any acti¬ 
vities or incitement to activities which contravene that 
resolution, and to take appropriate measures for safe¬ 
guarding life and property ; 

2. Requests the Committee of Good Offices to assist 
the parties in reaching agreement on an arrangement 
which will ensure the observance of the cease-fire 
resolution ; 

3. Requests the Consular Commission, together with 
its military assistants, to make its services available to 
the Committee of Good Offices ; 

4. Advises the parties concerned, the Committee of
